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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The format of the claims filed on 12/3/2008 are not in proper reissue form. The claims must comply with 1.173(b)(2). All claims need to be 
shown with respect to changes made from the original patented claims using single bracketing and underlining. For example, claims 5 
and 6 originally depended from claims 4 and 4 or 5 respectively. This needs to be shown through bracketing. Additionally, ail newly 
added claims (8 and 10) need to be underlined in their entirety. No brackets should be shown since these are newly added claims. 

Because additional amendments (i.e. corrected additional errors) to the claims have been made since the last declaration was filed on 
1/22/2007, a supplemental declaration is required which states that all errors being corrected up to the time of filing of the declaration and 
not covered by a previous declaration arose without deceptive intent. An example of acceptable language is as follows: "Every error in the 
patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by the prior declaration submitted in this application, 
arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant."
